Co. when the deal was closed. 

$22,000,000 Cash Deal. 

The agreements, the petition says, 
stipulated that the Zonite Co. should 
pay $22,000,000 cash for the business,

NRA REVISES DRUG CODE 
TO PROTECT SMALL DEALERS 


Chains Are Not Allowed to Sell Be- 
low Manufacturers’ Wholesale 
Dozen Price. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The 
NRA today acted to protect indi- 
vidual retail druggists from chain 
store competition by modifying the 
drug code further to restrict low 
price sales. 

The modification provided that 
selling drugs, medicine, cosmetics, 
toilet preparations or drug sun- 
dries below the manufacturer’s 
wholesale dozen price would con- 
stitute an unfair trade practice, 
even though the actual purchase in 
large lots made the net cost to the 
retailer lower than the dozen lot 
limit. 

An exception was made in the 
case of products not customarily 
sold in dozen or greater lots, for 
which the code authority was au- 
thorized to fix a comparable unit 
quantity. 

The amendment also provided 
that “any discount, free deal, or re- 
bate which is made available to all 
purchasers of dozen lots or com- 
parable quantities, shall be consid- 
ered as part of the manufacturer’s 
wholesale list price.” 


25 INJURED, HOUSES DAMAGED 
BY EARTHQUAKES: IN RUMANIA 


Two Prolonged Shocks Felt 
Throughout Country; Crowds 
in Bucharest Terrified.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, March 
30.—Ats ieast 25 persons were in- 
jured and eight houses were 
wrecked last night at Iasi by two 
prolonged earthquake shocks that 
were felt throughout Rumania. 

A number of persons were hurt 
at Galati and several houses were 
damaged there. One building fell 
in a Bucharest suburb. Several 
others nearby were badly cracked. 

In Bucharest terrified crowds 
poured into the streets from public 
buildings and homes. The shocks 
were. said to be the worst experi- 
enced within recent memory.

HOPKINS PRONOUNCES 
AGENCY A SUCCESS 


Says About $1,000,000,- 
000 Was Spent, of 
Which $750,000,000 
Went for ‘Wages. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The 
Civil Works Administration came 
to an end today. Most of 1,850,000 
persons still on the payroll are to 
be transferred Monday to the work 
program of the Relief Administra- 
tion. 

The Government has a- new relief 
plan ready to supplant CWA. Harry 
L. Hopkins, in charge of the old and 
new programs, emphasized anew 
that “we intend to see that every- 
body in the country who needs re- 
lief gets it.” 

Some 250,000 persons will remain 
with CWA to finish details of the 
work and complete Federal and re- 
search projects by May 1. But the 
general program is over. 

The administration has spent 
about $1,000,000,000 on civil works, 
Hopkins said. Of this, $750,000,000 
went for payrolls and $250,000,000 
for materials. Some of this money 
was supplied by states, counties and 
municipalities. 

4,000,000 on Job at One Time. 

The average employment by civil 
works from Dec. 1 to date was 
given as 3,000,000. The highest 
number at one time, Hopkins said, 
was slightly over 4,000,000, with a 
payroll just above $60,000,000 a 
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fulness that will be a benefit in 
years to come,” he said, adding the 
program. gave “millions of people 
an opportunity to earn an income 
on a real job.” 

“I think,” Hopkins said, “that the 
Civil Works Administration was 
successful due to literally thousands 
of volunteers and others -every- 
where who put their shoulder to 
the wheel and made it go. We were 
told we could not put 4,000,000 men 
to work,yand later we were told 
we could not demobilize them. We 
put the 4,000,000 men to work and 
they have been demobilized. ... 

Praise for Workers. 

“Now that it is over I think more 
than ever that these millions did 
excellent work, worked hard, earned 
their money and as an effort on 
the part of Government to meet a 
critical situation it did the trick 
and that questions of graft and pol- 
itics and inefficiencies were all rel- 
atively unimportant. ... 

“In one State — Mississippi — we 
spent more on rural schools than 
had been spent in the last 20 years. 

“From one end of the country to 
the other we built playgrounds, 
schools, roads and undertook great 
drainage projects. We did more 
probably to control malaria than 
has been done in 25 years. 

“Not a single county in the coun- 
try was omitted. This speaks well 
for the co-operative effort of the 
American people in a crisis. 

“T haven't anything but the high- 
est praise for the workers who took 
part and the way they met this dif- 
ficult transition. It has been an- 
other indication of the stability of 
government in America. 

“While I have been disturbed in 
some cases where I thought business 
men took advantage through con- 
tracts, when we realize that we 
made hundreds of thousands of con- 
tracts with business men where 
they sold to us at fair prices and 
made delivery under trying circum- 
stances, it seems to me that this’ 
represents a real co-operative ef- 
fort between business men and pub- 
lic officials.”

Robert Burton Fuqua, a man of 
many aliases, is in jail today, 
awaiting removal to Chicago where 
he is wanted for forging indorse- 
ments to checks stolen from mail 
boxes, because he ran out of pseu- 
donyms. * 

Fuqua registered yesterday at 
Hotel Mayfair as P. A. Mohn of 
Detroit, a name he had used before. 
Running over the list of guests, 
Miss Vera Weiss, cashier of the 
hotel, spotted the name and re- 
called a bulletin issued by a hotel 
association, which -warned that a 
man using that name, who posed 
as a bus line officiai, was sought 
for cashing worthless checks in 
Chicago. 

Detectives Called. 

Detectives were notified, and 
when Fuqua returned to the hotel, 
confronted him. Detective Cliff, re- 
calling a circular the Postoffice De- 
partment had issued about Fuqua 
just this week, addressed him by 
his right name, and the forger 
readily admitted his identity. 

For four years, Fuqua said, he 
has been making between $5000 and 
$10,000 a year by cashing stolen 
checks, The postoffice circular 
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route to Camp Schmidt, where the 
Russians have been stranded since 
their steamer sank Feb. 13.

He was returned to St. Louis 
from Shreveport, La., in Septem- 
ber, 1925. and sentenced to three 
years in prison for stealing a grip 
from Hotel Jefferson, after coming 
to St. Louis from Los Angeles, where 
he had just completed a six-month 
sentence for forgery. Convicted of 
forgery earlier, he had beén con- 
fined for three months in a State 
hospital in Kentucky. In November, 
1927, he was arrested in Scranton, 
Pa., and sentenced to three years 
in the Atlanta penitentiary for forg- 
ing postoffice money orders.

To Claim Sovereign Rights in Pur- 
chase of Beverage It Purveys 
Under State Monopoly.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Ohio 


plans to ask the Supreme Court 
on Monday for permission to bring 
suit to prevent the Federal Govern- 
ment from imposing taxes on it as 
'a wholesale and retail dealer in 
liquor. ; 

John W. Bricker, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of Ohio, will file a petition with 
the court saying the State had pur- 
chased more than $4,500,000 worth 
of liquor to engage as a wholesaler 
and retailer. 

Claiming it is sovereign in that 
respect, Ohio wants the court to 
enjoin the Commissioner of  In- 
ternal revenue and his collectors 
from requiring the State to pay the 
Federal tax on wholesale and re- 
tail liquor dealers. The tax, Ohio 
contends, is an illegal burden im- 
posed by the Federal Government 
on an agency of the State. 

Pennsylvania and other _ states 
are understood to plan to (join 
Ohio should it be permitted to file 
the complaint. 

In December, 1905, the court held 
that when South Carolina opened 
dispensaries for the sale of liquor 
the State laid aside its sovereignty 
and for Federal taxing purposes 
took the status of a private’ cor- 
poration. 

Ohio has a monopoly on 
sold within the State.

7 ANTHCRIME BILLS 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Provide Broader Power for U. 
S. Against Kidnapers and 
Commercial Racketeers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—The 


Senate yesterday passed and sent 
to the House seven bills recom- 
mended by Attorney-General Cum- 
mings to control organized’ crime. 
The bills would give the Justice 
Department broader power than it 
has had to track down and prose- 
cute gangsters for kidnaping and 
commercial racketeering. 

Senator King (Dem.), Utah, 


blocked an eighth bill, which would 
have extended the provisions of the 


property valued at more than $1000 
transported in interstate commerce. 


One of the more important bills 
would set up an anti-racketeering 
law to give the Government author- 
ity to proceed against commercial 
racketeering. 

It would make violence, threats 
coercion or intimidation interfering 
with interstate commerce a felony 
punishable by a fine and a prison 
sentence up to 99 years. 

The Justice Department, in ree- 
ommending the legislation, said that 
it now has to proceed in such cases 
under the Sherman anti-trust act, 
which is a clumsy procedure. 


The other bills would: 


Supplement the Patterson aati- 
kidnaping law, to make it a crim- 
inal offense to use the telephone, 
telegraph, radio or any other 
means of interstate communica- 
tion for extortion or threats. 


Amend the Lindbergh act to 
apply to kidnaping whether for 
ransom or not, and to create a 
presumption that if a kidnaped 
person has been migsing three 
days it is an interstate case in 
which the Federal Government 
can act. ' 

Set up heavy penalties for aid- 
ing Federal prisoners to escape. 

Permit the Federal Government 
to prosecute for murder of its of- 
ficers, instead of leaving it to the 
states. 

Make the robbery of a national 
bank or a Federal Reserve mem- 
ber bank a Federal offense pun- 
ishable by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

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REPORTS TRADE TREND 


UPWARD IN FEBRUARY" 


St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank 
Says Sales in All Lines 
Are Improving. 


The upward trend in industry 
and trade which began in Decem- 
ber was continued during Febru- 
ary and the first half of March at 
an accelerated pace, the Federal} 
Reserve Bank of St. Louis reports 
in its monthly review of business 
conditions, released for publication 
today. 

The upswing was most noticeable 
in lines of goods for ordinary con- 
sumption, the report states, but 


there was also decided improve- 
ment in heavier and more perman- 
ent goods, such as iron and steel, 
and building materials. Increases 
which ran counter to the seasonal 
trend were found both in manufac- 
turing anl distribution. 

Substantial improvement might 
have been expected to appear in a 
comparison with levels of last 
year, the report observes, because 
business was then disturbed by con- 
ditions which culminated in - the 
banking holiday, but the increases 
in many instances, discounting that 
factor, indicated “real” progress in 
the direction of recovery.” 

Department Store Sales. 

Department store sales :n dollar 
Volume were 1.1 per cent less in 
February than in January, but 24.2 
per cent larger than in February, 
1933. For the first two months of 
the year the total was nearly one- 
fourth better than in the first two 
months of last year. e 

Wholesaling and jobbing firms re- 
ported February sales eéxceeded 
those of last year by 84 per cent, 
and the two-month total was about 
7 per cent better than last year. 

Building permits in the five larg- 
est cities of the district, which in- 
cludes part of seven states about 
St. Louis, had a dollar value of 89 
per cent greater than in February, 
1933, and the two-month total was 
130 per cent better than a year ago. 

Commercial failures numbered 
32, involving liabilities of $289,371, 
against 32 with liabilities of $756,- 
504 in January, and 103 with lia- 
bilities of $2,708,637 in February, 
1933. 

Shoe Sales Doubled. 

The report comments as follows 
on particular industries: — 

Boots and Shoes—February sales 
more than double those of the same 
month of 1933, and were the largest 
for any February since this record 
began in 1924. Reports for the first 
half of March show continued in- 
crease. 


Clothing—February sales were! 


two-thirds larger than in February, 
1933, and 29 per cent less than in 
January of this year. 

Drugs and Chemicals—Sales in 
February were 45 per cent larger 
than in that month last year, and 
the best for the period since 1930. 
Contrary to the seasonal trend, 
there was a slight increase from 
January to February. 

Dry Goods—Extraordinary gains, 
with sales more than double those 
of last year, were recorded in Feb- 
rurary, and the increase continued 
at about the same rate in March. 

Electrical Supplies—Sales were up 
65 per cent over February, 1933, and 
the largest for that month since 
1931. . 
Flour—Production at 12 leadinz 
mills during February totaled 252,- 
789 barrels, against 283,052 in Jan- 
uary, and 252,291 in February, 1933. 

Furniture—February sales were 
43 per cent over January, and 37 
per cent over February, 1933. The 
January to February increase is 
seasonal, but larger than anticipat- 
ed. 

Groceries—Cognter to the season- 
al trend, February sales were slight- 
ly larger than those of January and 
were 49 per cent over the February 
total last year. 

Hardware—Sales were 4 per cent 
under January, but 59 per cent over 
February, 1933.. ' 

Iron and Steel Products—Decided 
improvement, with miscellaneous 
requirements still predominating. 

Automobiles—New car sales were 
slightly under those of February, 
1933, due largely to the inability of 
dealers to vobtain enough cars. 
Sales of secondhand automobiles in 
February were about 22 per cent 
greater than in that month of last 
year. 

Financial—Demands for credit 
receded further and banks reported 
liquidation of loans in excess of new 
commitments and renewals.

Ceremonies Before Bare Altars

ROME, March 30.—Priests kneel- 
ing before bare altars in Rome's 
many churches today, prayed in 
commemoration of the death of 
Christ. 

The basilicas and churches were 
stripped of ornamient, tapers and 


‘candles. Purple or black drapes 


covered the sacred images. 

The ceremony was called the 
“Presanctified” because officiating 
priests patrook in one kind only 
of a eucharist which was consec- 
rated yesterday. At that time two 
sacraments were blessed, and one 
was taken in procession to a so- 
called altar of repose, so that the 
central altars might remain bare 
today. 

At the four great basilicas thou- 
sands of holy year pilgrims heard 
sermons. Other ‘pilgrims went to 
the holy stairs which are housed 
next to the Basilica of St. John 


Lateran. These they ascended on/ 


their knees, reciting a prayer at 


each step, and at the top they‘ 


knelt before a small chapel contain- 
ing a likeness of Christ, supposed 
to have been painted by Saint Luke. 
The stairs are said to be the ones 
which Jesus ascended in the house 
of Pontius Pilate. | 

This afternoon 20 enormous wood- 
en images of characters in Christ's 
passion were carried through the 
streets of Trapani, Sicily, accord- 
ing to an ancient custom. The 
statues are more than 300 years old. 

Theaters, movies and dance halls 
throughout Italy will be closed to- 
night.

STATE AND MUNICIPAL BONDS 
EXEMPTED FROM MARKET BILL 


Senate Committee Heeds Argument 
That Flotations Would Be ~ 
Endangered.

WASHINGTON, March 30. — 
Transactions in State and municipal 
bonds were exempted specifically 
from the provisions of the stock 
market control bill yesterday by 
the Senate Banking Committee, as 
its first formal action on the mea- 
sure. — 

The question of leaving them out- 
side the scope of the measure was 
discussed at length in the recent 
hearings on the-—measure, with 
brokers who customarily deal in 
such securities urging their elim- 
ination. The statement was made 
that to leave them subject to the 
bill woul. embarrass stafes and 
municipalities in floating loans for 
necessary purposes and make the 
sale of sound bonds difficult. 

The bill gave the Federal Trade 
Commission authority to exempt 
any class or kind of security with- 
in its discretion, but municipal bond 
dealers felt that this was not 
enough and that they should be 
exempted by specific language.

We, therefore, 
ask that action on this bill be post- 
poned so the people and industries 
of this country may have the bene- 
fit of further discussions of this 
bill and an opportunity to be heard 
on this bill. We deplore the haste 
with which the authors of this bill 
are attempting its passage. 

“We, therefore, urge our repre- 
sentatives in Congress, if possible, 
to get a postponement of Aaction 
on this bill at the present session, 
and, in any event, .o support such 
amendments to the National Secur- 
ities Act of 1934 as will remove the 
objections cited and make’ its op- 
eration tolerable to us.”

Specific Objections. 


“Specifically, our objectiong are: 
“Section 11: Blanket undertak- 

ing to comply with all rules and 

regulations of Commission. 

“Expense of preparing informa- 
tion under rules, some of which 
are not yet announced. 

“Necessity of producing’ in- 
formation, ofter’ extremely confi- 
dential, which might be made 
public by Commission greatly to 
our disadvantage in competition 
with our competitors. 

“Doubt as to conditions that 
may be made by Commission 
should corporation desire to 
withdraw its stock from listing, 
and possible, consequences to cor- 
poration if such: conditions as 
made are unsatisfactory as to it. 

“Section 12: Possibility of too 
frequent, costly and unnecessary 
reports. 

“Gives Commission power to fix 
forms of all reports, methods of 
accounting, and, particularly, 
power to determine appraisals of 
property. No commission has 
ever been given such drastic 
power. 

“Sections 17 and 25: Create new 
'-Habilities on directors, officers, 
etc., not only making them re- 
sponsible. civilly, but also liable 
to penalty of $25,000 and 10 years 
in jail. Even though statements 
may be held on trial not to have 
misled, way is opened for numer- 
ous and costly law suits. In any 
event, penalties under Section 25 
are too great.

Appealed to Congressmen. 

At the offices of the RFC he was 
at first informed that $100,000 was 
the maximum loan that would be 
made on these assets, and later the 
figure was reduced to $80,000. He 
appealed to United States Senator 
Bennett C. Clark and Congressman 
John J. Cochran, both of St. Louis, 
to intercede with the RFC) After 
O’Malley left Washington, Congress- 
man Cochran telegraphed him the 
RFC had agreed to increase the 
loan to $150,000 if the insurance 
company would guarantee it. 

Ed Mays, president of the insur- 
ance company, also was president 
of the Grand National Bank and 
was trying to get it opened. 

O'Malley testified that in October, 
Robert Neal, chief national bank 
examiner, had given him a sum- 
mary and classification of assets 
of the bank, showing $831,092 of 
“acceptable” assets available for 
payment of unsecured claims ot $1,- 
813,348, or less than 50 cents on the 
dollar. Total “acceptable” assets 
were listed at $1,615,501, but $752,- 
409 of these were pledged for ‘se- 
cured claims. 

Continuing his testimony, O’Mal- 
ley gave details ot events leading 
up to the filing of his dissolution 
suit last Jan. 3. ‘He previously had 
demanded that Mays retire from 
the presidency of the insurance 
company because, he said, the con- 
ditions he had laid down for the 
company’s operation had been vio- 
lated. Mays had refused. 

O’Malley said that after he re- 
turned from Washington he met 
with Mays and otner executives of 
the insurance company and made 
the demand that the stock of the 
company be placed in the control 
of trustees he would name. This 
requirement was discussed at a 
meeting on Dec. 29. 

Thought Mays Would Accept. 

“I felt certain Mays would. ac- 
cept,” O’Malley said. “The next 
morning I went to his office in the 
Continental Life Building to tell 
him good-by, as I was leaving for 


about a new plan to liquidate the 
bank. I told him we were working 
on a plan and ought to stick to it. 
I handed him a notice of an ex- 
amination of the company to begin 
on Jan. 5. I told .. I was leav- 
ing my proposal about trusteeing 
the stock with him and wanted him 
to think it over.” 

O'Malley went to Kansas City and 
returned to his office at Jefferson 
City the following Tuesday morn- 


Mays had telegraphed the chairman 
of the Examination .Committee of 
the National Convention of Insur- 
ance Commissioners asking for a 
convention examination of the com- 
pany. Later that day O’Malley re- 
ceived a telegram from Mays _re- 
questing him to call a convention 
examination. 

In reply to Mays’ telegram, O’Mal- 
ley wired: “Will handle the matter 
of examination of your company 
and other affairs relative thereto 
without further recommendation, 
advice or consent from you or your, 
board of directors or both.” 

Board Ousts Revelle. 

That morning, O'Malley testified, 
Revelle telephoned to say that Mays 
had demanded his resignation as 
vice-president and general counsel. 
O’Malley advised him not to resign | 
but to let the board discharge him 
if it wished. “That would be just 
another evidence of the subser- 
viency of the board to Mays,” O’Mal- 
ley commented. 

Later in the day, he learned that 
the board of directors had voted 
Revelle out. 

In reply to questions, O'Malley 
said he received no answer from 
Mays on the matter of trusteeing 
the stock, but that he considered 
the request for a convention exam- 
ination and the discharge of Re- 
velle as defiance of him. Revelle 
had been assisting in negotiations 
for reopening the bank. 

“I called in the department’s 
counsel, Powell McHaney, and Ex- 
aminer A. C. Good,” O'Malley re- 
lated, “and instructed them to go to 
St. Louis and prepare a petition for 
a receiver for the company. They 
departed immediately and I went to 
St. Louis tHat night. Next morn- 
ing, Jan. 3; I met with McHaney, 
Revelle and others in the office of 
Igoe, Carroll, Higgs & Keefe, and 
the petition for dissolution of the 
company was prepared.” 

Telephoned to Mays. 

He said he telephoned Mays that 
he would be at the Coronado Hotel 
until 1:30 that afternoon where 


Mays could reach him, but Mays), 


replied, “I think perhaps we can 
manage things ourselves.” 

Meanwhile, he. said, he had 
learned that Mays and William B. 
Ittner, a director, had that day ap- 
plied for loans of $10,000 and $3000, 
regpectively, on Continental Life 
policies which they held.

Swift, president of Swift & Co., $50,- 
000; Thomas E. Wilson president of 
Wilson & Co., $125,000; and E. A. 
Cudahy, chairman of the board of 
Cudahy Packing Co., E. A. Cudahy 
Jr., president, and G. C. Shepard, 
vice-president, all $50,000. 

The report disclosed generally 
lower compensation rates during 
the depression, when most of the 
packing companies were losing 
money. 

White received $175,000 in 1930 
with no bonus. He was succeeded 
as Armour president in 1931 by T. 
G. Lee who got $82,692 that year, 
$84,00 in 1932 and $81,000 in 1935. 
P. L. Reed, first vice-president and 
treasurer, received $73,269 in 1931; 
$63,605 in 1932 and $60,750 in 1933. 
Albert H. Wiggin, then chairman 
of the Chase National Bank, re- 
ceived $40,000 a year from 1928 to 
1930, inclusive, as director of the 
Finance Committee; $16,666 in 1931; 
$9000 in 1932 and the same last 
year. : 

In 1928 Armour & Co. set up a 
management participation fund of 
$311,000 and $155,258 in 1929, in 
which the officers shared, but has 
had none since. 

After suffering a net loss of $5,- 
337,788 in 1932, Swift & Co.’s sal- 
aries were much lower. 

In 1933 Charles H. Swift, as 
chairman, got $24,300; G. F. Swift 
as president, $40,500; H. H. Swift, 
$20,250, as a vice-president; and 
William B. Traynor, vice-president 
and treasurer, $40,500. 

Wilson, as president of Wilson & 
Co., was getting $90,000 last year in- 
stead of $125,000, and A. E. Peter- 
son, vice-president, had dropped 
from $30,000 in 1928 to $10,000.

Hitler Says He Wants to Meet 
Heads of Nations; Tells How He 
Keeps in Touch With the Public 


Man-to-Man Talks, He Asserts, Would Avoid 


_ Pitfalls of Diplomacy—Has “Whole 


staff” of Critics.

BERLIN, March 30.—ChanceHor 
Adolf Hitler toid, the correspond- 
ent today that he wished he might 
have man-to-man talks with the 
leaders of other nations—including 
President Roosevelt. 

By such personal conversations, 
he said, the pitfalls of diplomacy 
might be avoided. 

“The antiquated diplomatic meth- 
od of exchange notes,” he said, 
“finds a telling condemnation in 


the fact that, despite the efforts 
of diplomats, the nations in 1914 
slipped into the most gigantic war 
in history, although I am con- 
vinced the diplomats themselves 
were the most surprised when war 
broke out.” 

Hitler talked for 50 minutes, ex- 
plaining his personal ideas of in- 
ternational relations, describing how 
he kept his hand on the pulse of 
the people, and stating that he de- 
sired objective criticism. 

“I believe heartily in the man-to- 
man discussions of responsible 
statesmen,” he said. “The Berlin 
visit of Sir Anthony Eden, British 
Lord Privy Seal, I am certain, did 
much to clarify the situation . be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain. 


Policy of “Absolute Frankness.” 


“One thing that every represent- 
ative of a foreign Power will find 
in dealing with me is that I speak 
with absolute frankness and never 
place my demands higher with the 
idea of compromising for less. 

“I declare only just what Ger- 
many is prepared to do. When I 
state that we need an army of 300,- 
000 men, I don’t propose afterward 
to come down to 250,000. I want 
Germany’s signature to mean some- 
thing again. 

“And under no circumstances”’— 
here his voice vibrated with emo- 
tion—“under no circumstancés will 
I submit to dictation. 

“When I am convinced that a 
certain course is the only and the 
right one for my nation, I intend 
to pursue it, come what may. I 
will do what I do openly. I will 
not, for example, pretend outward- 
ly to accept 150,000 men as a basis 
for our army, then secretly arm an- 
other 150,000.” 

Why He Favors Armament. 

This statement led to a reference 
to the armaments situation as af- 
fected by France’s refusal to ap- 
proach the problem from the view- 
points of Great Britain, Italy and 
Germany. 

“Nobody would rather have seen 
the world disarm than I,” he said. 
“We want to put our resources to 
productive purposes. We want to 
get our jobless back to work. 
Next, we want to raise the living 
standards of everybody. 

“We want to drain our swamps 
and improve our unproductive 
lands; try and make our nation 
self-sustaining; enable the farmer 
to get the maximum out of his land 
and the manufacturer and indus- 
trial worker the maximum out of 
his industry; devise artificial means 
for supplying what our country 
may lack in the way of raw ma- 
terials. / 

“When we build roads, when we 
dig canals, when we drain swamps, 
erect dikes, and construct locks, we 
are doing things that are construc- 
tive, things that may well absorb 
all our energy. 

“But as one responsible for the 
welfare of my country, I cannot 
have Germany exposed to the pos- 
sibility that some neighbor may in- 
vade us or drop bombs over our in- 
dustrial plants or embark upon a 
so-called preventive war just to 
distract attention from troubles at 
home. 

“It is for this purpose, and for 
this purpose only, that we want an 
army adequate for self-defense.” 


Not for Income Equality. 


The correspondent asked him 
whether, in endeavoring to obtain 
empoyment for all now out of work 
he envisaged reducing everybody to 
a proletarian state—id other words, 
whether, he would be content so to 
spread work that everybody would 
have a minimum income, but no- 
body would be left with larger in- 
comes. 

Hitler replied: 

“Quite the contrary. As the first 
step, I must avoid the scourge of 
unemployment, but, once the peo- 
ple are back at work, their pur- 
chasing power will naturally in- 
crease. 

“From there it is but another 
step to improving the living sthnd- 
ards. We don’t*want to become a 
primitive people but, rather, a na- 
tion with the highest possible 
standard of living. 

“I approve the American idea of 
not equalizing everybody, but grad- 
uating life as if it were like a lad- 
der. There must be a possibility, 
however , for everybody to climb 
that ladder. 

“Every new invention rightly is 
first the property of the man who 
made it, but the aim must ever be 
to place his invention at the service 
of everybody. 

“The first pane of glass was & 
luxury, but today everybody uses 
glass; it has become a common ne- 
cessity. The first incandescent light 


| was a luxury, but the idea of the in-in the brown 


ventor was to make it available to 
everybody. The aim of all progress 
must be that of making the entire 
people—all humanity—happier.”’ 


Criticism of Advisers. 


“What is your attitude toward 
criticism, both individual and of the 
press?” 

Quickly, the Chancellor an- 
swered: “Do you realize that I 
have a whole staff of men around 
me, men versed in numerous phases 
of economic, social and political life, 
whom I have associated with me 
for no other purpose than that I 
want them to criticise? 

“Before we pass any law, I show 
a draft of it to these men and say, 
‘tell me what is wrong with this.’ 

“I don’t want these people to be 
merely ‘yes men.’ They are no use 
to me unless they criticise and tell 
me what defect might possibly be 
connected with our measures. 

“Similarly, I don’t want,the press 
merely and solely to take from 
above what is handed out. It’s no 
fun to read 15 papers, all of which 
have almost the same wording. In 
due course of time our editors will 
again be so trained that they can 
supply their own valuable contribu- 
tors to national reconstruction. 


No Quarter to Enemy Agents. 


“This I can tell you, however,”— 
and here his face darkened and his 
voice grew hard—“I won’t stand for 
a press that exists exclusively to 
destroy what we are trying to build 
up. 
“If editors approach our regime 
with a view of imposing their in- 
tolerant world philosophy, I tell 
them I then propose to use the 
modern power of the press just as 
efficaciously to fight them. I pro- 
pose to show no quarter whatso- 
ever to agents of enemy powers. 
Such men violate the laws of hos- 
pitality. 

“I most heartily welcome the 
presence of any foreign journalist 
who reports objectively, without 
bias, what he sees and hears in 
Germany. He ought to take care, 
for his own sake and the sake of 
his reputation as a journalist, not 
to place himsself in a_ position 
where later he must recall his own 
words because he failed to grasp 
the significance or the justice of 
measures adopted by our regime.” 


Security in Public Jobs. 


Hitler paused briefly, then went 
on: 

“While on the one hand I wel- 
come criticism, yet I also insist that 
those who work for the public weal 
must know that a period of quiet 
is ahead of them. The trouble with 
earlier regimes was that no minis- 
ter or man in power knew how long 
he would be there. So he neither 
cleaned up the mess left by his 
predecessors nor did he dare plan 
far ahead into the future. 

“I told the men who took over 
the Government with me, even 
those who did not belong to my 
party, that they could be assured 
of the stability of their jobs. That 
means that all are working joyfully 
and wholeheartedly with their eyes 
solely on a constructive future.” 

The correspondent then said: 

“In the days before you came into 
power you mingled with the people 
to keep in close contact with them: 
now, when you appear anywhere, 
the streets are decorated and set 
speeches of welcome, delivered by 
the heads of local governments, 
greet you; how do you manage to 
keep your hand on the pulse.of the 
nation?

SENATE PASSES BILE 
TO CUT DAIRY HERDS 


Measure Appropriating $250,- 
000,000 to ‘Balance’ Cattle 
Industry Goes to White House. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 30. — A 
$250,000,000 fund to be used to “bal- 
ance” the cattle industry through 
reduction of herds and marketing 
agreements, eradicate diseased dairy 
cows, and buy dairy and beef prod- 
ucts for distribution to the needy 
was authorized by Congress yes 
terday when the Senate completed 
action on the Jones-Connally basic 
commodity bill. 

Without a record vote it approved 
the conference report on the meas- 
ure. The House having taken sim- 
ilar action several days ago, the bill 
now goes to the White House. 

As the will was amended in the 
Senate, peanuts, rye, flax, barley 
and grain sorghums were added to 
dairy and beef cattle as basic com- 
modities under the agricultural ad- 
justment act, but there was little 
expectation that the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration would 
apply a processing tax to any of 
these commodities except cattle. 

Pending receipts from the tax, 
cattle growers would be paid out 
of a $200,000,000 fund for entering 
into marketing agreements with 
the Government looking to the cut- 
ting down of herds and a more even 
distribution system. The bill au- 
thorizes the use of $50,000,000 for 
disease elimination and relief, but 
the cattle involved under this sec- 
tion would be exempt from tax. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, characterized the $200,- 
000,000 fund as “blind speculation” 
and said Congress was handing over 
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an “indeterminate fund” to be used 
“by the brain trust, if, when, and 
how it chooses.” 

Chairman Smith of the Agricul- 
ture Committee said the Treasury 
would be reimbursed from proceeds 
of the processing tax to the extent 
the $200,000,000 was used. 

Vandenberg wanted to know why 
it was necessary to authorize $200,- 
000,000 for one commodity whereas 
the original seven basic commod- 
ities—cotton, wheat, corn, hogs, to- 
bacco, dairy products, and rice— 
only required $100,000,000. 

Smith said Farm Administration 
officials had told the committee at 
was hecessary if no marketing 
agreements were entered into, but 
that if such agreements were 
reached ati of the fund might not 
be needed.

FRANCE, GERMANY AND ITALY 
PLAN SOUTH AMERICAN AIR LINE 


Considering Merger of Facilities to 
Avoid Competition and Afford 
Semi-Weekly Mail Service.

PARIS, March 30.—A three-Pow- 
er air mail agreement by which 
France, Germany and Italy would 
share in the operation of an air 
line to South America is -under 
consideration. 

The plan is to pool the resources 
of the foreign-flying lines of the 
three nations, apportion the traf- 
fic among them and fix uniform 
rates. The Powers are represented 
as wishing to avoid a costly com- 
petitive race by partial fusion of 
their lines in South America which 
will provide for semi-weekly flights 
across the South Atlantic. 

Such a pool would replace the 
proposed Air France and Lufthansa 
fusion which aviation circles believe 
is being blocked by French opposi- 
tion to co-operation with the Ger- 
man line.

The Issue at Detroit. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

HE crisis which the NRA has reached 

in the auto industry is no accident, 
or any light thing. This controversy 
has more to teach us about our economic 
future than anything that has happened 
since Mr. Roosevelt was inaugurated. It 
defines the real issue of the New Deal 
and shows plainly where the American 
battle line is laid. 

Neither is it accidental that the fight 
should begin in an industry that has paid 
wages higher than average; for the real 
issue in the New Deal is not wage levels, 
but economic power. The industrialists 
have shown this all along, and it is to be 
hoped the A. F. of L. will meet them with 
equal strategy and courage. 

These two groups in the auto industry 
are spearheads of the two forces now en- 
gaged in bitter struggle. The owners are 


- fighting to hold their economic power by 


which they compel profits through hold- 
ing wages, or costs, far below prices. The 
workers demand economic power, both 
new and real, not as an end in itself, but 
as the only possible means of ordering 
their own lives. The latter, therefore, 
justice aside, have most at stake; this is 
the reason they are found willing to fight 
even with the odds against them. 

No amount of propaganda can conceal 
a few simple facts. A company union is 
just what the name implies—an organiza- 
tion of employes who are members of the 
union only so long as they are employed 
by the same firm. Members of such an 
organization have no more independent 
economic power than the typewriters, let- 
ter heads and rubber stamps in the office. 
They belong to organized labor in the 
sense that the Philippine Islands belong 
to the American Union. All we need to 
remember is that company unions have 
abways been possible. No NRA was 
needed to legalize them. 

A genuine labor union, by plain con- 
trast, is an organization of, by and for 
the workers, whose purpose is not to 
make everybody happy or to laugh loud- 
er over the boss’ jokes, but to promote 
the interests of the workers, and—this is 
the gist of the matter—to promote those 
interests as vigorously when they mean 
smaller profits for the concern as when 
they méan larger. And if a labor union 
does not mean this single purpose, it is a 
snare and a delusion. In a word, a labor 
union means economic power. The auto- 
mobile barons give every indication that 
they understand this. Unfortunately, 
most American workers do not.

REGULATING THE GRAIN EXCHANGES. 

With a strong stock market bill headed toward 
passage, the administration has started after commod- 
ity speculation. While the Tories howl for restoration 
of economic liberty, the New Deal is once more draw- 
ing the sound distinction between the economic lib- 
erty that produces wealth and divides it fairly and the 
kind that appropriates what other people produce. 

A bill introduced into both the House and the 
Senate will place grain trading under Federal regula- 
tion. A bill to regulate cotton trading is being rushed. 
Eventually, all commodity exchanges will be under 
Federal supervision. 

Grain trading is the first to be controlled. Nearly 
70 per cent of all commodity transactions are in 
grains. A great deal is known about grain specula- 
tion. It took a lengthy investigation to explore the 
mysteries of the stock exchange, but the ins and outs 
of grain gambling have long been recorded in Gov- 
ernment files. 

As far back as 1884, a bill was introduced in Con- 
gress to control the evils of grain speculation. Up to 
1922, hundreds of bills were aimed at the flowering 
evils of grain gambling. None resulted in law. Final- 
ly, in 1922, Congress was pushed into doing some- 
thing. It set up a Grain Futures Commission as a di- 
vision of the Department of Agriculture. It gave 
this body powers to investigate grain speculation, but 
little power to curb it. So for 12 years the commis- 
sion has been nosing about grain exchanges, making 
out a complete case for Federal regulation. 

Grain speculation has one legitimate purpose. It is 
supposed to stabilize grain prices. Instead, however, 
excessive speculation has caused grain prices to fluc- 
tuate violently. The curve of wheat prices during 
the last 12 years—though the annual production of 
wheat has been remarkably steady—has curled up 
and nose-dived out of all proportion to any legitimate 
influences of supply or demand. Unstable grain prices 
in turn have set in motion a train of economic ills. 

Chief of these is the burden that artificial fluctua- 
tions in grain prices has placed on the farmer. Price 
gyrations have long incensed the tiller. Consider the 
case of two farmers who harvest their crops only a 
few weeks apart. One sells his crop when speculation 
is pumping grain prices up and buys an automobile. 
The other has to sell when the bubble of water has 
burst and grain prices are abnormally down. He may 
lose his home. 

Depressed markets—markets depressed by the 
short operators—also affect the credit of the farmer. 
Merchants and bankers in agricultural communities 
shut down on his credit as the bears pul] the market 
artificially down, or when it lies demoralized from 
the collapse of a great bull jamboree. 

The Grain Futures Commission has known for some 
time that the grain exchanges are filled with the 
same fictitious activity, pool operations and inside 
rigging common to stock exchanges. The grain lambs 
have been as numerous as the stock lambs. And 
grain gambling, like stock gambling, has absorbed 
bank credit that might be used in productive in- 
dustry. 

In 1926, the commission knew that two traders con- 
trolled nearly 33 per cent of all the open contracts on 
the Chicago wheat pit. It watched these two traders 
smash the market 18 points, buy back and lug rich 
profits away out of the wreckage. In 1931, one trader 
sold short what 500 traders scattered in eight states 
of the Union bought. Only last year, the profession- 
als started a wild bull spree in wheat. The main 
driving power was supplied by only five traders, who 
whipped up one of the most notorious pools in grain 
speculation in history. Wheat soared from 40 cents 
a bushel to $1.25 a bushel; then the market broke 30 
points in two days while the professionals were hand- 
ing the bag on to the public. 7 

The unloading became so terrific that the exchange 
had to be closed for two days. When it opened, wheat 
continued to sag, while the unloading went on until 
it touched low. By that time, the professionals were 
clear. The burden was borne by the lambs, by thou- 
sands of farmers who were pursued by the Sheriff. 
For a time, all the efforts of the administration to 
bolster farm prices and battle the depression were 
threatened with disaster. 

To curb these evils, the Grain Futures Commission 
is empowered under the pending bill to limit the 
amount of trading by individual operators, to license 
commission houses, to revoke their licenses if they 
do not enforce ethical practices against unethical 
brokers, and to punish severely manipulation of 
markets. 

This is all probably a very sour remedy to the 
Tories, but it promises to close one more door on 
predatory liberty, 

NAMING THE CHICAGO FAIRS. 

Chicago and the names of its fairs must rouse in 
the purists a feeling of hopeless melancholy, not to 
say indignation. Every schoolboy knows that Co- 
lumbus discovered America in 1492, but the city by 
the lake didn’t get around to celebrating the 400th 
anniversary of that event until 1893. Only the most:de- 
vout anniversarians can get steamed up over a 401st 
anniversary, yet Chicago’s celebration was called the 
Columbian Exposition, all the same. The Century of 
Progress, being continued this year. presents another 
bone of contention for the purists. Should the second 
installment be called properly the Century and a Year 
of Progress, or the 101 Years of Progress, or the 1.01 
Century, etc., etc.? Chicago never bats an eye, but 
goes right ahead, in the first year of its second cen- 
tennium, in continuing to call its fair the Century of 
Progress. And, undoubtedly, argumentative purists 
to the contrary notwithstanding, that is the most 
sensible course. 

Meanwhile, has no-one suggested that the hardy an- 
nual upon the lake shore celebrate this time our own 
nation’s progress under the New Deal? 
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TRANSFER OF AN ABLE ENVOY. 

George S. Messersmith won recognition on the Na- 
tion’s honor roll for 1933 for his work, as Consul-Gen- 
eral at Berlin, in “upholding the rights of American 
citizens in Germany.” He had done yeoman service 
in the chaotic days following the Hitler revolution, 
and it was largely due to his intervention in some 30 
cases of assaults upon Americans that the German 
Government at last issued orders restraining its fol- 
lowers. When Mr. Messersmith was named Minister 
to Uruguay recently, it seemed that his keen knowl- 
edge of Central European affairs and his energetic 
ability were to be eclipsed at a post of limited possi- 
bilities. Then came the resignation of George H. 
Earle III, Minister to Austria, to enter the Pennsyl- 
vania contest for Governor, and Mr. Messersmith was 
appointed to the Vienna vacancy. bel Se

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BROKEN PLEDGES. 

Of all Republican Representatives and Senators, 
only two—Representatives Luce and Tinkham, both 
of Massachusetts—voted to sustain Mr. Roosevelt’s 
veto of the independent offices bill. This bill unbal- 
ances the budget to the tune of $228,000,000, and con- 
tains no compensating revenue provisions. It raises 
the pay of Federa):employes. It restores to the pen- 
sion rolls 29,000 veterans of the World War, plus 
many thousand veterans of the Spanish-American 
War, whose applications for allowances were spe- 
cifically disallowed by a board set up for the purpose 
of examining the evidence in each case. In all these 
cases, the boards held that the disabilities claimed by 
the men had no service origin. 

If we are not mistaken, the Republican National 
Committee and a number of party leaders have been 
shouting recently for a return of “Coolidge economy.” 
Adding $228,000,000 to an already existing deficit is 
certainly not Coolidge economy. Mr.: Coolidge him- 
self vetoed the adjusted compensation bill, handing 
over to veterans $3,300,000,000 in the form of paid-up 
insurance policies. He also vetoed other measures 


igimilar to the one now in question. It is safe to say 


he would have duplicated Mr. Roosevelt’s action. 
Would he or would he not have had the support of 
Republican members of Congress? 

We find in the Republican platform of 1932 a sol- 
emn pledge to the American people that the party will 
devote itself “fearlessly and unremittingly to the task 
of eliminating abuses and extravagance and of dras- 
tically cutting the cost of government so as to reduce 
the heavy burden of taxation.” In the light of the 
Republican vote on Mr. Roosevelt’s veto, it appears 
the Republicans in Congress have entirely forgotten 
this pledge. 

We also find in the Republican platform this 
clause: 

We believe that every veteran incapacitated in 
any degree by reason of injuries or illness at- 
tributable to service in defense of his country 
should be cared for and compensated, so far as 
compensation is possible, by a grateful nation.. .. 
This is a negative way of saying that the party is 

not in favor of issuing doles to veterans whose disa- 
bilities are in no way connected with war service; 
yet the Republican members of Congress did vote to 
issue such doles to a vast number of citizens, thus 
setting them apart from the general population and 
creating a favored class. : 

The Democrats who voted to override the veto are, 
of course, in no better case. Their platform prom- 
ised a 25 per cent reduction in the cost of Federa) 
Government, which the independent offices bill makes 
impossible. The platform also restricted its prom- 
ises to war veterans to soldiers whose disability is 
caused by actual war service. 

Both Republicans and Democrats in Congress, by 
overriding the veto, broke their pledges to the Amer- 
ican people and made a laughing stock of their plat- 
forms. 

SAD PLIGHT OF GOGO. 

Nearly 70 years after the matter was presumably 
settled by the Civil War, the question of slavery 
has raised itself again at Washington.

The President’s Powers 


OW that we have had 12 months’ experi- 
N ence, it would seem to be time to re- 

examine the enormous power which is 
concentrated in the President. The prob- 
lem can best. be opened up, I think, by dis- 
tinguishing three general types among the 
recent laws. 

The first is represented by the economy 
bill, which deals with veterans’ paymen‘s 
and Federal salaries; by the appropriations 
for public works and relief; by the loans 
through the’ RFC and other agencies; and 
by the Thomas amendment and the gold bill. 
dealing with monetary policy. Within broad 
limits laid down by Congress, these meas- 
ures vest in the President the initiative in 
fiscal matters. 

In so far as they involve expenditures, 
they are in essence an application of the 
principle of the executive budget. This prin- 
ciple has been established for 200 years in 
Great Britain. It has been recognized as a 
sound principle, at least for states and mu- 
nicipalities, for many years in America. 
Everyone who objects to the pork barrel arid 
the pension.scandals has long known that 
the only fundamental remedy is to give the 
executive the initiative in proposing expen- 
diture, retaining for the legislature its his- 
toric power to grant, refuse or reduce the 
funds which the executive asks, 

In the monetary ieasures, there may be 
some question as to whether the power to 
manage money should be vested in the ex- 
ecutive or in an independent agency. The 
best opinion, I believe, would be that it 
should be put permanently under an inde- 
pendent agency. But there c- be no ques- 
tion that Congress ‘tself could not conduct 
the management of money or even formu- 
late the policy for managing it except with- 
ing very broad limits. 

* « * 

The second way in which Congress has 
delegated authority is represented by the 
AAA and the NRA. This is a radically dif- 
ferent business. The grant of powers under 
the Agricultural Act is really limited only 
by the rule laid down by Congress that farm 
commodities shal] have a purchasing power 
equal to. that of 1909-14. To carry out this 
policy, the Secretary of Agriculture can, 
within very wide limits, legislate, levy taxes, 
pay subsidies. 

The National Industrial \Recovery Act is 
un even broader delegation of power. Here 
there is not, as im the Agricultural Act, a 
definite statement of the policy of Congress 
and of its objectives. The purpose is so 
broadly stated that the executive really has 
virtually the whole discretion. To him has 
been delegated the power to make Federal 
laws governing all interstate commerce, and 
interstate commerce is regarded as virtually 
all commerce, ° 

In fact, however, the power has not been 
delegated to the President only, he in his 
turn delegates it to the ‘code authorities or 
trade associations of various industries. 
Thus, the stee] companies have been vested 
with the power to make laws for a system of 
price-fixing which are enforceable in the 
Federal courts, just as if they had been 
passed by Congress and signed by the 
President. | 

The powers under AAA expire when a 
definite objective is attained. The powers 


under NRA expire in about 18 months, 
whether the objective is attained or not. 
Within these limits, the two acts delegate 
immense iegisiative power. : 

It would be difficult to reconcile a per- 

manent delegation of such powers with the 
principle of representative government. Only 
the existence of an emergency, requiring 
the suspension of the normal procedure, can 
justify the transfer of the executive of such 
powers to determine tundamental policy in 
the economic life of the country. The ex- 
ecutive should not permanently have the 
right to levy taxes or to determine how far 
competition should be supplanted by mon- 
opoly. But in saying this, i: must be rec- 
ognized that, in so far as the Government 
intends to regulate production and trade, 
a considerable delegation of power by Con- 
gress to the executive is inevitable and 
nec ‘ 
Long before anybody had heard of the 
pregent crop of European dictators, it had 
become the practice of modern parliaments 
to write skeleton laws and let the execu- 
tives, as Sir Josiah Stamp has put it, “sup- 
ply any sort of flesh that they may think 
suitable.” In Great Britain, for example, 
these executive laws are known as statutory 
rules and orders. In 1890, there were 168 
of them issued. By 1933, there were 444. 
The practice of delegated legislation has in- 
creased steadily. 

In the nature of things, the more compli- 
cated the business which the legislature 
seeks to regulate, the more it must delegate 
its legislative powers to the executive or to 
commissions. The problem is how to dele- 
gate enough power to make the law work- 
able, and not to delegate the power to make 
great decisions of policy and principle. 
Clea~ly, under the NRA the power to make 
decisions of policy and principle has been 
delegated in an extreme form, and when the 
time comes, next winter, to decide how much 
of NRA is to be retained, Congress will have 
no greater task than to take back inté its 
own ‘hands and then clarify the basic policies 
of the act.

There is a third category in the recent 
legislation which is radically different from 
ths: other two.

finance the program. The delay 
was asked by Washington officials, 
Crossley said. 

The Pian in General. 

Kasius told city officials the new 
lan, in general, would be to pro- 
vide jobs only for those in need of 
relief. Those put to work would be 
permitted to earn only enough to 
support their families on a relief 
budget. 

If the effort were made to em- 
ploy all able bodied heads of fami- 
lies in need of relief, Kasius esti- 
mated, it would mean the employ- 
ment of about 30,000. That, he 
thought, would make the total cost 
of relief, direct and through jobs, 
about $1,500,000 a month, while on 
ga direct relief basis the cost would 
be about $700,000 a month. 

At present there are about 15,000 | 
on CWA jobs in St. Louis, about 
10,000 less than the peak number. 
The total paid in wages since early 
in December reached $5,319,000 last 
week. 

Among Unfinished Jobs. 

Kasius said he was uncertain re- 
garding how the relief burden and 
the cost of the job program would 
be distributed among the Federal, 
State and city governments. It has 
been made clear that the State and 
local governments will be expected 
to assume a portion of the respon- 
sibility. The CWA was federally 
financed. 

Among the unfinished CWA jobs 
are the cleaning and repairing of 
the interior and exterior of the 
City Hall and other municipal 
buildings, the electric street light- 
ing system, the resurfacing of 
Broadway and other work in the 
streets and sewers. 

The relief agencies will be pre- 
pared to take care of the families 
of CWA workers who are in need, 
pending the start of the new works 
program.

Reviews Agricultural, Industrial and 
Financial Conditions for 
February. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 30.— 
Business continued to improve dur- 
ing February, it is shown by the 
monthly review of agricultural, in- 


dustrial, trade and financial condi- 
tions in the Tenth Federal Reserve 
District. 

Debits by banks to individual ac- 
counts, reflecting the doliar volume 
of business transactions, were 
slightly larger than in January and 
24.4 per cent larger than in Febru- 
ary a year ago. Gains in trade vol- 
ume were general, with virtually 
every reporting retail and whole- 
sale establishment showing the dol- 
lar volume of sales as substantially 
larger this year than last. 

Agricultural purchasing power ad- 
vanced more rapidly than at any 
time since last July, as prices of 
livestock and dairy and poultry 
products, which have tended to lag, 
worked higher. 

Building activity, although show- 
ing a sharp increase over February, 
1933, was in only about one-third 
normal volume. 

Shipments of zinc ore from mines 
in Oklahoma, Kansas ahd Missouri 
during the four weeks’ period end- 
ed March 3, exceeded output, and 
were 0.5 per cent larger than in the 
preceding four weeks and 10.7 per 
cent larger than in the correspond- 
ing four weeks of last year. Mines 
which were voluntarily closed a 
part of the month to restrict pro- 
duction are now operating.

IE, END SESSION 


Plans to Enlarge Staff of 
Children’s Guardians and 
to Repair City Hall Both 
Killed. 


MAYOR'S REVENUE 
PROPOSALS SHELVED 


Milk Control and Smoke 
Abatement Ordinances 
Among 60 Not Acted On 
—Next Meeting April 17. 


Ending its session for the fiscal 
year yesterday, the Board of Alder- 
men killed a bill to enlarge the 
staff of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians aud a bill to complt 
the repair and renovation of City 
Hall and adjacent buildings, and 
permitted several other important 
measures to die. The city’s fiscal 
year begins the second Tuesday in 
April, this year April 10. 

The board will convene for the 
new session April 17. The session 
just finished was the first in the 


board’s history undr Democratic 
control. Sixteen Democrats and 13 
Republicans comprise the board, 
whose membership will not be 
changed in the coming fiscal year. 
Four hundred bills were introduced 
in the last session, of which 60 
died with adjournment yesterday, 
the others having been passed or 
defeated. 

Among bills which died were: 
Milk control ordinance recommend- 
ed by Health Commissioner Bre- 
deck; smoke abatement measure 
sponsored by a citizens’ committee 
appointed by Mayor Dickmann; 
bills to place a 5 per cent tax on 
gross receipts of gas, telegraph and 
refrigeration line companies using 
the streets; increase of tax on gross 
receipts of bus lires from 3 to 5 
per cent. The revenue measures 
were part of the Mayor’s ‘program 
to provide new income in support 
of the $16,100,000 bond issue to be 
voted on May 15, in order to avoid 
an additional burden on real estate. 


Collins Offers Motion. 


Welfare organizations advocated 
the Board of Children’s Guardians 
measure, which would have in- 
creased the staff of social workers 
from eight to 24, established posi- 
tions of assistant agent, two super- 
visors and five stenographers and 
increased the agent’s annual salary 
from $2400 to $3500. 

Alderman Collins, Democratic 
floor leader, who is slated to be- 
come vice-president in active 
charge of the majority in the next 
session ,offered the motion to kill 
the bill. He said it had been in- 
troduced March 9 and reported out 
of committee March 23, but he 
doubted if members of the com- 
mittee were familiar with amend- 
ments made in it by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. 

Vice-President Golden (Dem.), 
whose leadership has been repudi- 
ated by the majority, urged pas- 
sage of the measure, which, he 
pointed out, was to enable proper 
care of neglected, dependent chil- 
dren. Alderman Eilers (Rep.), 
cautioned against the proposal on 
the ground it would create new 
jobs at a time when taxpayers de- 
sired economy. Alderman Wald- 
man (Rep)., suggested that the 
Board of Children’s .Guardians 
could get along until the Aldermen 
could hold a public hearing on the 
plan. The motion killing the bill 
was passed, 23 to 5. It is expected 
the measure will be introduced 
again in the new session. 

The bill for renovation of City 
Hall, Municipal Courts Building, 
Children’s Building and City Jail 
was killed by an adverse report of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
which met just before the board 
convened. Golden, chairman of this 
committee, and Aldermen Terry 
(Dem.), voted in committee for a 
motion by Terry to reduce the ap- 
propriation from $55,000 to $20,000. 
Aldermen Slay and Hastey (Dems.) 
and Aldermen Lange and Berg- 
mann (Reps.) voted against it. Al- 
derman Lietchen (Dem.) declined to 
vote. 

Work Already Started. 


Much work is under way with 
CWA employes at City Hall and 
some work has been done at Muni- 
cipal Courts Building. The CWA 
help is to be withdrawn tomorrow, 
and the purpose of the bill was to 
complete the undertaking. A tall 
timber scaffold stands in the ro- 
tunda of City Hall, repairs have 
started on the roof, cleaning of the 
exterior walls is under way and 
renovation of the washrooms has 
not been completed.

$102,300. An appropriation of $70,- 
000 to pay for materials used by 
CWA men in rehabilitating elee- 
mosynary institutions was voted. 

A resolution was adopted on re- 
quest of the Citizens’ Committee on 
Relief and Employment, pledging 
the board to vote $151,000 for the 
city’s share of March relief work 
when it reconvenes. Another reso- 
lution adopted pledges the board to 
provide funds for the semimonthly 
city payroll of April 15. and asks 
Comptroller Nolte not to withhold 
pay due then.

Stir until 
smooth. The.dough will be stiff, 
but slightly sticky. 

Put dough in greased bow!, cover 
with a cloth and let rise in a warm 
place, free from drafts of air, until 
double in bulk, about one and one- 
half hours. Knegd lightly in bowl. 
Pinch off pieces about the sizesof 
a small egg. Shape into buns and 
place in a buttered pan. Cover and 
let rise until double in bulk. Brush 
lightly with a mixture of rum fla- 
voring and evaporated milk. 

Bake in a hot oven 15 minutes. 
As soon as rolls are taken from 
oven, spread with frosting made of 
the rum. flavoring, evaporated milk 
and confectioners’ sugar. This 
frosting should not be ‘as thick as 
that used on cake. 

Serve rum rolls fresh, but not

Saying the stri...rs “are satis- 
fied,” Johnson’s announcement add- 
ed that the Budd company comes 
under the automobile code and is 
subject to the provisions of the 
President’s agreenient settling the 
recent labor vontroversy in the au- 
tomobile industry. 


The Budd agreement provides 
that in the production and shipping 
departments, where the strike oc- 
curred, the company will re-hire at 
least one strike: out of every two 
men hired during the next 90 days 
and that in laying off men, the 
company will do so in accordance 
with the automobile agreement,

BETTER WAGES AND HOUSING 
FAVORED IN SUGAR BEET FIELDS 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 30. — 
Abolition of child labor in the sugar 
beet fields, more adequate wages 
and better housing provisions for 
workers have been recommended 
to Secretary of Labor Perkins, in a 
report by a committee she named, 


under authorization of the Presi- 
Jont, for the formulation of a plan 
to place labor policies of sugar beet 
production on an equitable basis. 

The report shows compensation 
to workers last summer averaged 
$13.67 per acre of beets cultivated 
with as low as $8 for field labor. 
The committee has held that $20 
should be established as a minimum 
rate of wage per acre in addition 
to housing provisions. 

The committee would make sugar 
a basic agriculture commodity and 
apply the powers of the AAA to se- 
cure for growers of sugar beets and 
contract workers an adequate re- 
turn. (Provisich for eliminating 
child labor and giving adequate pay 
are included in the modified Costi- 
gan-Jones sugar control bill.) 

The report récommendation on 
child labor excludes children of 
growers’ families under conditions 


pursuant to agreements.

Foreign Expansion. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. — Are cotton 
growers in foreign countries likely 
to launch an expansion movement 
now that the United States plans 
to reduce its creage? 
While Department of Agriculture 


trend is likely soon to upset the 
dominance of American cotton, they 
are undertaking a broad investiga- 
tion to find out. 

To this purpose a marketing 
specialist, P. K. Norris, has been 
sent to Brazil as one of the vital 
spots in the field of foreign com- 
petition, to make a first hand ob- 
servation. 

The foreign cotton area is in- 
creasing, the 1933-34 acreage climb- 
ing 9.8 per cent, although the world 
area as a whole has decreased 
slightly because of the United 
States reduction program. 

Effect of Upward Trend. 

Department officials have kept in 
mind that a decided upward trend 
abroad might nullify the program 
here and might eventually cause 
this country to lose a large share 
of its world trade in this staple. 

They point out, however, that as 
long as the United States has a 
surplus for the world market, the 
work price is not likely to climb 
high enough to induce sufficient 
foreign planting to seriously endan- 
ger the United States’ position. 

The territory of the United States, 
they say, is the most adaptable in 
the world to efficient cotton pro- 
duction. In other countries there 
is a more direct competition be 
tween cotton and food crops for the 
available land. In others a high 
price would be necessary before the 
large capital outlays needed to 
swing into cotton production would 
be made. 

Boll Weevil Damage. 

In 1921-25 boll weevil damage here 
caused the foreign acreage to climb 
from 28,000,000 acres to 41,000,000, 
but the price rose to 31 cents be- 
fore that expansion of 41 per cent 
was accomplished. 

Cotton expansion has taken place 
most largely in the British Empire. 
In India, however, where there is 
a population of 300,000,000, food 
crops come first. The acreage there 
in 1932-33 was 21 per cent below 
that of 1925-26. 

Egypt can shift quickly from 
grain to cotton and at times has 
varied as much as 50 per cent in a 
single year, but her present area 
of approximately 2,000,000 acres is 
believed to be about the maximum 
without costly irrigation and drain- 
age, requiring time. 

Labor Shortage in Turkey. 

Labor shortage and competition 
with other crops are limiting fac- 
tors in Turkey. Although Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan has increased its 
cotton area rapidly, there eppears 
to be little room for further expan- 
sion soon. West Africa is limited 
by transportation, lack of adapted 
varieties, insect pests and diseases. 
The necessity of food production 
and costly transportation are im- 
pediments in Uhina, which is still 
an importer of cotton. 

Russia is believed likely to im- 
port cotton for the next few years. 
Brazil, however, grows a_ staple 
competing with that in the United 
States, and conditions are believed 
to be the most favorable for a 
marked expansion. Acreage last 
year was increased by about 500,000, 
although the area of 2,000,000 acres 
was still small as compared with 
about 30,000,000 acres in the United 
States.

Hornsby Says Pitchers 
Give Browns Chance 
To Make First Division

WEST PALM BEACH, Fia., 
March 30.—Rogers Hornsby’s 
Browns are finishing their fourth 
week of spring training and as the 
start of the championship race ap- 
proaches, the leader of the St. Louis 
Americans believes in his team and 
its possibilities. 

“TI haven't been in this league 
very long and it ain’t just the thing 
for me to pop off,” the Rajah ex- 
plained, “but anyhow I think 
there’s several clubs in the circuit 
that we can beat out. Some of the 
experts are picking us to finish 
seventh and that’s something. But 
we may go much farther than that. 
I haven’t seen the American League 
clubs this spring, but I know that 
we have improved more than any 
other and we're liable to finish in 
the first division. 

Pitching Is Strength. 

“Pitching is our strength. In the 


past the Browns couldn’t throw 
strong pitching against any club 
through a series. When they got 
through with Blaehélder and Had- 
ley there wasn’t much left. But 
out of our present staff we're pret- 
ty sure to have at least four tough 
pitchers. No, I don’t know who 
they'll be yet. But Blaeholder, 
Hadley, Newsom, Weaver, Andrews, 
Coffman, Knott and the others have 
shown me enough to make me be- 
lieve that I won’t have to worry 
about my pitching. 


“Connie Mack hasn’t anything to 
scare anybody. Detroit has been 
boosted a lot, but I can’t see they’re 
any better than we are. Cleveland 
has plenty of. problems. Chicago 
has some long distance hitters, but 
they can be pitched to. And the 
Red Sox ain’t out of the woods by 
a long shot. New York has to have 
better pitching. Ruth and Gehrig 
ain’t getting any better. And sup- 
pose Washington’s pitchers don’t 
all have a good year together like 
they did last season. The team 
didn’t show any too much courage 
in the world series, did it? No, the 
more I consider it the more I am 
inclined to say that the Browns 
can go a long way in the league. I 
don’t mean we're goifg to win a 
pénnant. But with the pitching and 
the spirit we're going to be tough.” 


Hornsby was more eager to ask 
questions than to answer them. He 
wanted to know how he himself 
looked. The writer saw the Rajah 
in the Cardinal camp last year. He 
was hobbling then, limping at every 
step. He couldn't stoop over to get 
the low ones, 

And the answer had to be that he 
did look better this spring. There 
was no limp as he covered third 
base in practice. He scooped up 
grounders and showed a goodly 
amount of agility for a man 38 
years old. 

“T ain’t trying to fool anybody,” 
he exclaimed. “You know and I 
know that we are looking for young 
men for our club. I may help. I 
can still do a few tricks up there at 
the plate. But we're building up 
this club and naturally [’m not 
figuring myself as No. 1 third base- 
man of the Browns.”

And while he won't run the 
outfielders against the fences very 
often, he seems to be the sort of a 
lad who won’t choke up in the 
pinch. 


Harland Clift, the third basemau 
from 8S Antonio, is just a rosy- 
cheeked boy. Hornsby like. him 
and when you mention that he is 
just a youngster, the Rajah reminds 
you that he, too, was a green kid 
when he came out of Texas and 
made good immediately with the 
Cardinals of Miller Huggins. 


“He’s my No. 1 third sacker right 
now,” Hornsby countered, when it 
was suggested that Clift looked 
young. “What do I care how young 
he is. He’s got a man’s ambition, 
he’s eager to learn and while he’s 
not a great hitter yet, he has 
power.” 

Hornsby is not wealthy in playing 
material. He plans to carry seven 
infielders arid he has seven on the 
roster. So he is making the best of 
what he has and hoping that if any 
of his seven fail, he may be able to 
pick up a discard from a wealthier 
club when the time comes to re- 
duce to the mid-season limit. 


At present Hornsby is No. 1 re- 
serve for first base, second and 
third. Art Scharein can play short 
or third and Ollie Bejma can play 
second. But the reserves are noth- 
ing to rave about, except that 
Hornsby, as long as his legs “old 
out—and they seem to be stout this 
spring—still looks like one of the 
game’s greatest hitters.

It Can’t Be Done. 


tery S it really possible to devel- 

op a good hitter from a poor 
one?” the former king of swat 
was asked. 

“As a rule I would say ‘no’ to 

that,” Hornsby réplied. “Nature 
fits some men better for batting, 
just as it fits others for running, 
jumping or to be lawyers or sur- 
geons. 

“What's the idea of the inten- 
sive batting practice then?” 

“I didn’t say that practice can’t 
improve a batter. Even a poor 
batter can be helped. If I can add 
a few points to every man’s aver- 
age, then that means more base 
hits for the team. I play the per- 
centage in everything. 

“Just what does a player need 
to become a hitter?” 

“He needs a comfortable batting 
position, one in which he is al- 
ways ready to swing. He needs a 
good eye for the strike zone, and 
he needs a swing with a good 
follow through.” 

“Do you change the batting 
styles of your men at bat?” 

“The stance doesn’t matter so 
much, the idea of the batter is to 
be able to hit without any lost 
motion. All I tell my men is 
to be in a comfortable position 
and not to make motions with 
the bat, in advance of the pitch, 
which would force him to draw 
back his bat as the ball is deliv- 
ered. The batter should always 
be ready to swing at a pitched 
ball without drawing back his bat. 
Pulling back makes late hitting 
and bad hitting.” 


Stance Not Standardized. 


**y NOTICK you stand far away 
‘rom the plate.” 

“Every man to his taste. It real- 
ly doesn’t make any difference 
where the batter stands in the box 
if he has found that he can hit 
best from this position. Famous 
batters all have differences in 
this matter.” 

“What other corrections 
batter’s form are possible?” 

“Well, coaching can enable a 
batter to hit to any field, if he will 
practice. By hitting a little early, 
a right hand hitter can drive to 
left field and by hitting late he 
can pull to right field. There isn't 
any good reason why a batter 
should be a one field hitter. 

“Bunting is another batting 
feature that can be controlled and 
developed and I think my club 
will show some results in this re- 
spect.” 

“Perhaps the hardest thing a 
batter has t~ do is to decide 
whether a pitch is coming in the 
strike zone, some men have a 
natural eye for this. Others have 
to develop one. This is one fea- 
ture that can be improved and 
practice is the one best bet to 
help the player. If you look over 
enough pitching your judgment 
of what will be a strike or ball is 
bound to improve.” 

“Then you don’t really expect 
to develop any wonderful hitters 
merely by constantly practicing 
your men in batting?” 

“Several of my boys have the 
requirements of rea] good hitters. 
It would not surprise me if any 
one of these men suddenly found 
himself making a material ad- 
vance. They are hitting better 
now. 


“But, as I said, my idea in bat- 
ting practice is not based on the 
belief t you can make a Wil- 
lie Keeler or a@ Ty Cobb out of 
anybody, merely by practice. My 
idea is to improve the team’s bat- 
ting Average as a whole by sev- 
éral points. That may mean the 
difference between victory and 
defeat in a lot of close games.

reaction to criticism, conflict, any 
humiliating experience. So what 
was that kind of sensitiveness?) 

Was it a sign of a delicate epirit, 
or of a pampered and cowardly 
one? 

Wasn't sensitiveness really a 
mixture of fear and egotism, and 
weren't we all “naturally sensi- 
tive’? (Unanimously agreed by 
the men and the lady lawyer. Con- 
temptuously denied by the women, 
whose mass opinion was that “a 
lot of people +idn’t have any more 
feelings thar. pigs.”) 

“But what difference does it re- 
ally make,” said one of the men, 
“whether people are sensitive be- 
cause they’re ‘finer clay’ or because 
they’re yellow, peevish, spoiled, rot- 
ten and stuck on themselves? In 
any case, they’ve got to live in this 
world with other people and share 
the general lot. 

“They certainly can’t go through 
life by unique rules, expecting a 
special consideration and exemp- 
tions. They'll have to learn to take 
things as they come. Then 
shouldn’t they begin to learn as 
soon as possible? 

“In fact, isn’t it imperative that 
they begin to learn when they are 
very young? If you let a young- 
ster grow up for 17 years thinking 
he’s different—coddling and pro- 
tecting him against criticism— 
aren’t you going to have a devil of 
a time trying to knock that no- 
tion out of his head at 18?

Do 
you know, 3,000,000 of Russians 
have left their country as a pro- 
test against the severe regime of 
the Communists? They are scat- 
tered all over the world.” 

But when you ask him what he 
thinks of the Soviet Republic he 
thoroughly and heartily approves of 
the “noble experiment.” What has 
happened to him, the loss of his

property and station, the uprooting 
of his life, doesn’t matter. It all 
happened some time ago and he 
sees no use in grieving about it. “I 
don’t care if I did lose everything, 
In fact, I am proud of it, because 
it made me stand on my own feet. 
My accomplishments are the result 
of hard work. Why should I cry 
in somebody’s vest pocket because 
my father had great estates, and 
that they were taken away from 
me? It’s not the ancestor who 
counts, it’s the man himself.” 
Reports of the new Russia from 
returning travelers are all he can 
know of his own country. The So- 
viet officials won’t grant him a 
visa; they count him a White Rus- 
sian. It’s his hope that soon he 
will be able to visit Russia. A 
couple of years ago his wife made 
the trip for him; she was his eyes 
and ears and tried to remomber ev- 
erything that woud interest him. 
“This tremendous enthusiasm in 
Russia is a youth movement,” he 


declared, “which has found an echo 
in Germany and ItaJy. The young 
generation is the one that will rule 
and to whom belongs the future. 
It’s no place for old people in Rus- 
sia.” A lot has been said about the 
huge market Russia will provide 
the United States; it was one of 
the leading arguments for recogni- 
tion. Strelsky agrees all this is 
true, but he contends that Russia's 
payment will be raw material be- 
cause she has no money. 

After he had fled to Constanti- 
nople, Strelsky noticed the utter 
lack of theaters in that city. Res- 
taurants and cabarets they had in 
great number, but no drama. So 
he organized and founded the first 
theater of Constantinople. Not con- 
tent with this achievement, he di- 
rected a revival of the Ballet 
Russe. And now he has assisted in 
the translation and production of 
the sensational Russian play, 
“Fear,” which had its American 
premiere in the Vassar Experimen- 


in Russia several years, issued the 
foolish statement that the American 
press has no freedom of speech, no 
liberty. That’s a silly thing to say. 
Why, in the United States, a dis- 
gruntled citizen can scream in a 
loud voice to any statesman, or 
even the President.

On the 
last trick, I conceded a diamond to 
West, who never discarded one of 
that suit. Five odd, and I thought 
that nobody would top that score, 
though, of course, I did not expect 
any one to make less than five odd.

He concludes that South must have 
the jack of hearts, as East has dis- 
carded a spade, two diamonds and 
a heart, and decides that it is better 
to play East for the quéen of dia- 
monds rather than for the high 
hearts. So he discards a diamond, 
thus enabling declarer to win the 
last three tricks and make six-odd. 
East could not realize that he had 
to throw away all five hearts in or- 
der to relieve his partner of a 
guess; moreover, he did not know 
that South did not originally hold 
Q 10 9 x in hearts until it was too 
late, as the declarer carefully played 
his clubs so that the second lead 
was from dummy. Consequently 
East had to discard before he knew 
that West held only two clubs, 
locating six in the declarer’s hand; 
so the spade discard on the second 
round came almost automatically 
out of East’s hand. The humble 
deuce of hearts was the hidden 
menace which tricked West into 
the fatal diamond discard.
